From His Pen, 


AT THE FOREST PARK 2Z00 


RAIN AND LIGHTNING. FINALLY 
DROVE HIM INDOORS. 


He Pawed and Snorted His Rage and 
Memory That His Sire Once 
Killed a Man Held Park 
Keepers Back. 


Old Jerry, patriarch of the herd, was both 
clown and ringmaster in the Elk Circus, 
given under his own management at the 
Forest Park Zoo Thursday afternoon. 

Henry Pleuger end George L. Breder, 
painters; Martin Winkler and Martin 
Angermeyer, animal keepers, played roles, 
and “Little Nick,”’ Jerry's son, and Jenny 
Lize and Butter, a few of his wives, sup- 
ported the star. 

For 3% minutes Old Jerry held the center 

of the ring, defying all attempts of the 
men to rout him. 
-Jerry is the biggest and oldest elk in the 
park. He is & years old, has great horns, 
and an ugly temper. He is a morman, and 
he rules the Mrs. Jerry's of the pens ab- 
solutely. Since his sire Grover was sold. 
after he had killed Keeper Henry Nelson, 
eight years ago, he has been the only male 
fn the heard, till last spring, when ‘‘Little 
Nick” was born. 

‘Tittle Nick’ is 3 months old and small 
as a day old calf. But Jerry disliked his son 
and would kill him if they were placed to- 
gether. 

When Jerry was the age of “Little Nick’”’ 
Grover jumped in his pen and set out to 
kill him. Jerry would fight Grover to the 
death now. Then he could only run wildly 
and bleat for aid. Keeper Nelson ran to 
the rescue and Grover turned on him. 

As Jerry dashed in the barn and found 
safety he saw his savior held limp against 
the fence by Grover’s horns. 


Jerry Has Never 
Liked Man Herd. 


Though a man gave his life to save him, 
Jerry has never liked the man herd. He 
has some little respect for two men with 
pitchforks, but none for a man unarmed. 
Jerry's bad reputation speard abrcad. 

Jerry was astonished Thursday when two 
‘men entered his pen without forks. They 
had yellow buckets in their hands, queer 
smelling things, and the pungent ordor ir- 
ritated Jerry’s rose. 

When the men, Pleuger and _  Breder, 
started to discolor Jerry's fence, he got his 
dander up. 

He pawed the dust and aroused his ugly 
temper to a fine fury and then jumped 
straight for the invaders. They were watch- 
ing and slipped through the gate. Jerry 
swung his mighty horns, missing his prey. 
Pleuger slipped a paint brush through a 
creck in the fence and neatly plastered 
Jerry's nose a bright yellow. 

Jerry snorted with rage, the paint stuff 
tickled, and he went cavorting around the 
paddock, the maddest elk that the zoo had 
ever held. 

The painters called Winkler and Anger- 
meyer and devised means toget the lad 
elk into another pen. He was so mad that 
it would be hazardous to tackle him with 
pitckforks. 

The gate between Jerry’s and another 
pen was left open but the old bull woulin’t 
be coaxed away. Finally the painters went 
on the outside of the empty pen hoping 
to draw Jerry over there. 

Jerry defied their efforts. He refused to 
leave his own domain for the Tresh green 
grass he saw placed in the other pen. 

Clouds gathered. Lightning flashed from 
the darkened west, thunder shook the park, 
and. still bellicose Jerry held his own, 
roaring the shril! “ee now ouk,’’ elk war 
ery, for every thunderbolt. 

The réin began, the first few drops 
stopped Jerry's challenge, his courage 
waned and was drowned in the deluge. 
In the heavy rain a dripping old elk went 
scampering, with downcast head and 
humped shoulders, into the shelter of the 
‘barn. 

Martin Winkler shot the bolts behind him 
and now the painters can work in Jerry's 
empty pen. 

Jerry's misconduct was officially reported 
to the park department in the city hall.

Roosevelt's Instructions to 
Sue Beef Combination 
Stirred Big Interests 
Into a ‘Merger. 


MEAT, FRUIT, POULTRY, EGGS 


The Capitalization of the| 
Proposed Combine Will 
Be $201,000,000, 


ALL MARKETS UNDER CONTROL 


Plan Devised for Escaping 
Attacks in Courts and to 


Establish and Maine 
tain Prices, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—A $200,000,000 merger 
is the aim of the men now bringing about 
a consolidation of the great packing inter- 
ests. While bankers, brokers and specula- 
tors are confident that a combination has 
been effected, the persons concerned will 
give no information. 

Three reports, all based on “tmeé@e in- 
formation,’’ are in circulation. 

One is that the deal will be completed 
in Europe, where J. Ogden Atmour is now 
sojourning. The second is that when the 
combination is completed the new corpor- 
ation will take the form of a security com- 
pany, and all constituent companies will 
retain their identity, while a third story 
is that G. F. Swift will be the head of 
the new corporation. Although the packers 
have been in a combination for 15 years to 
control markets--fix prices for producer 
and consumer, each concern has been inde- 
pendent of the others in a financial way. 
Promoters and capitalists* here pointed 
out for many years the millions to be 
made by merging, but P. D. Armour and 
Gustavus F. Swift, strong aggressive char- 
acters, proud of the great business they 
created, refused to listen to such schemes. 
The death of Mr. Armour revived attempts 
at consolidation, 

It was not until President Roosevelt or- 
dered suits .filed against the Beef Trust 
that the weakness of the present arrange- 
ment was discovered. 

FINDING WEAK SPOTS. 

It was found that the packers could be 
easily attacked in courts and be made a 
target for public denunciation and con- 
demnation. The only way to evade this and 
still retain power to fix prices and control 
markets was to form a giant merger. 

Armour and Swift instantly began expan- 
sion by heavy purchases of other packing 
interests. Armour gained control of the 
G. H. Hammond Co., the originator of 
dressed beef shipments and the first com- 
pany ‘to handle refrigerator cars. The pur- 
chase price was said to be $5,000,000. Next 
Armour purchased the Omaha Packing 
Co., and it was said paid $2,000,000 for that 
concern. 

Swift & Co. bought the Fowler & Son 
Packing Co. of Kansas City and the Anglo- 
American Provision Co. of Chicago. The 
purchase p rice was put at a: total of 
$5,000, 000. 

The Cudahy Packing Co. of. Chicago, 
Omaha and Milwaukee was approached by 
Armour, but refused to sell. 

That the Cudahy company and the Nelson 
Morris will enter the merger is an accepted 
belief. The new corporation will control 
the meat products of the United States. [he 
trade in beef, pork, mutton. cured meats, 
bacon and all by-products is in its hands. 

It will reach out and gather into its grasp 
the fruit, fowl and egg supplies of the 
country. The bulk of the cold storage ca- 
pacity is now in the control of the packers. 
Armour controls cold storage room and cold 
storage supplies in the West. By the pur- 
three years ago of the Earl Fruit 
Co. of California, the Armour conmpany 
took over a great fruit business and 10 
refrigerator cars. In St. Joseph, Kansas 
Citv and Omaha, Armour has cold storage 
houses where the western output of eggs 
and spring chickens are kept. ‘These supplies 
are purchased when prices are down, stored 
until they advance, and then are dumped on 
the market.

Policeman Bell heard the shots and he 
hastened to the scene of the trouble. He 
saw Mrs. Rodenroth and Wendell and also 
the fleeing robber. Bell drew his own re 
volver and took up the chase. The thief 
fired at the policeman without effect, and, 
when his weapon was empty, he threw the 
useless weapon away. 


OVERPOWERED BY OFFICER. 

Bell commanded him to halt and fired in 
the air. The robber turned into the yar4 
at 38130 South Compton avenue, and the 
policeman was right after him. With the 
revolver pointed at him, Bell commandad 
the man to surrender. He was overpowered 
and was taken to the Wyoming street police 
station. 

Here he refused to give any name for 
a while. Capt. Schroeder recognized the 
fellow as William Harris, who the captain 
arrested on Nov. 18, 1894. Capt. Schroeder 
was a sergeant then, and he arrested Har- 
ris and another man. They were charged 
jointly with 22 cases of burglary and high- 
way robbery. They were convicted and 
were given 15 years in the penitentiar. 

Harris at first denied his identity, but 
later admitted it. He said that he had 
been out of prison just one month. His 
partner committed suicide in the peniten- 
tiary while serving the 15 years. 

Capt. Schroeder thinks that Harris ts the 
man who robbed Miss Mary Passman of 
2631 South 12th street. Miss Pasaman was 
sent for, and if she can identify him he 
will be charged with the robbery.

“I do not know that anybody put up 
money to bring about this result, but even 
if they did so I cannot understand how 
any member of the assembly would dare 
accept any consideration. If there ig one 
thing the people of St. Louls are sensitive 
about I think ft is street car legislation. 
And if we don't regulate the street cars 
they will regulate us. 

“There is no other conclusion to be drawn 
than that there was some influences at 
work to strangle that measure.

Meat consumers in St. Louis will be giad to have the word of 
the meat inspector that he and his coworkers are doing everything 
in their power to prevent the sale of bad meat. Tue ins.c or 
says that he is carefully guarding the river front to prevent the 
introduction of diseased or decayed meats from East St. Louis. 
He tells the people that since the public exposure as to the sale 
of bad meats, butcher shops have been visited in which an in- 
spector had never set foot. And he asserts that it is now next to 
impossible for meat that is unfit for food to be sod in the ety. 

So far, so good, But is the city entirely safe, ag long as it 
is possible to bring in cattie and slaughter them under the locs> 
provisions of thie present law regarding slaughter houses? (Onder 
this lew, any cellar or outhouse may be used, if it has a tight 
floor and is connected with a sewer. 

The city should also provide for the inspection of all meaigs 
brought into the city by way of any of the numerous roads that 
enter St. Louls from the West. As long as this is left undone, 
the watching of the river front is like guarding but one door of a 
house to capture a runaway. 

Without in any way curtailing the libert'es of trade, it would 
be possibls to safeguard cbnsumers against bad meats, by adopt- 
ing the eystem in use in many great vitits, namely, that all 
slaughtering shall be done under official inspection. Public 
slaugbter houses should be provided, to which all butchers not 
equipptd with first-class plants could. bring their cattle. And 
the slaughtering in sheds or celiars should be prohibited. «It is 
impossible to secure proper sanitary conditicns in such places. 

The sale of meats and other foods in St. Louis should be sub- 
jected to such regulation as is usual in the best-governed cities.

M. DUMAS MAKES OFFER TO THE 
| PUBLIC LIBRARY BOARD. 


His Plan Is to Have Circus, Opera, 
Cafes and Exhibitions and Ac- 
cessories of Many Kinds 
Under One Roof. 


Felix Dumas, who recently came to St. 
Louis from Vienna, Austria, has made a 
proposition to Frank Galiennie, representing 
the board of directors of the St. Louis pub- 
lic library, for a lease of the Exposition 
building for a period beginning October and 


continuing until after the close of the 
World’s Fair. 

It is the plan of M. Dumas to convert 
the big structure into an amusement pal- 
ace similar to the famous Crystal Palace in 


ondon. 

The library board has not yet acted on 
M. Dumas’ proposition. He says he is pre- 
pared to put up $25,900 as a guarantee of 
good faith: He also says he and his friends 
will expend $75,000 in an attempt to make 
the project successful. 

It is their idea, he says, to have a con- 
tinuous circus in the coliseum, light opera 
in the music hall and smaller exhibitions 
throughout the building. The establishment 
of several cafes throughout the building :s 
also part of the plan. 

Dumas says he believes the time is ripe 
for such an establishment ‘n St. Lou's and 
that a gttucture may be bullt for him if he 
fails to lease the exposition. [f the plan is 
carried out the public will he admit-:-d to 
the palace on one general admiszion t:cket 
and a special charge will be made for re- 
served seats at special shows. 

M. Dumas recently managed an institution 
of this hind a@* Vienna and has also teen 
n charge of the Scala at Berlin and the 
loulon Gardcrs in Paris.
